Upon further review of the prior art references cited, in contrast to Applicants argument regarding Stifle et al's reference, Stifle et 
al teaches controlling (regulating) the computational processing requirements of the decoder (110) based on a throttling amount (action) 
as previously discussed (col. 11, lines 46-54). 

In other words, based on the broad interpretation of the claimed limitation, controlling/reducing processing requirements is met by 
regulating its own transmission of data as above, since a decoder regulating the transmission of data obviously requires some type of 
controlling (reducing/expanding and/or computing) processing requirements at the decoder's side to achieve a desired result, thereby 
decoder's throttling action becomes substantially autonomous. Besides, all of the dependent claims further limiting/defining the claimed 
limitation of reducing and/or measuring computational processing power have been met by the previously cited prior arts as discussed in 
the last office action. 

Furthermore, as per Applicant's assertion that there is no motivation to combine Stifle et al with either Liu et al or Tucker et al's 
references, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the relevant art employing Liu et al's reference to incorporate all of 
the concepts as taught by Stifle et al so as to control (regulate) the computational processing requirements of the decoder based on the 
throttling amount, thereby either reducing or expanding an amount of processing performed on the decoded video data prior to displaying 
a picture, without requiring encoded throttling control data associated with the video data, so that one or more bitstreams can be decoded 
in a way to result in certain visual quality as desired. 

Therefore, the Applicant's arguments are deemed moot for at least the above reasons.
